Another Interesting Meeting 
Held Yesterday. 


BUYERS ON HAND IN FORCE. 


_ The Organization of the Growers 


Getting in, Shape for Active 
Operations—A Lively 
Discussion. 


The orange-growers held/another meeting 
yesterday morning at the Chamber of Com- 
meres. ‘The interest was more pronounced. 
and the attendance was larger than at the 

‘previous meeting, aud many new faces were 
seen among the vrauge aruwers. The buy- 
ers seemed to have realized the importance 
of the movement, for they were there io 
force and attempted to take a band in the 
proceedings. | 

While the meeting of yesterday acgcom- 
plished bat little in the way of business, it 
Was evideut thatthe vew movement is 
golng to win, and that the producers are 
thoroughly aroused to the importance of the 
movement. 

Ex-Mayor C. E. Thom occupied the chair, 

Mr. Heintz acted as secretary. 

Loop of Pomona, oue of the Commit- 
tee on Organization, stated that the cou 
mittee was ready to teport. 

The chair stated, that, as a legal proposi- 
tion, DO propusition to adupt a set of by- 
laws could be éntertuined, as that must be 
dune by the directors to be chosen by the 
Stockiwiders, tie, however, favured the 
Of au inforuial discussion 80 asto get 
an expression of opinion from the members 


present, 
Mr. Spalding, the secret of the com- 


ary 
“mitiwe, stated that they had consulted an 


attorney, and had the.r articles of incurpor- 
ation ready to be forwarded to the Secre 
tary of State. 
Tue articles of incorporation and the by- 
laws were then read. ‘ihe name adopted 
the growers, is the Fruit-Growers’ 
nion of Southern California. It is to be 
incorporated with 20,000 shares of stock at 
the par value of $5.a share. 

‘Lue reading vi tue srucles of incorpora- 
tion and the by-laws was attentively listeved 
to, and suveral amendments suggested, the 
— one being that all fruit should be 

ded by its producer with tue name of 
the iocality where it was grown. 

It was also that one share of 
stock be issued fur every «cre of trees, in 
order to pronibit the buyers from getting 
Coutroi ot the organization. 

Mr. Baldridge of Azusa then addressed 
the meeting. Hesaid: “A few men have 
Combined to handie the product of many, 
aud have made a compact that they will 
handie the product on that compact, and at 
their own terms or nut at all. They have 
heeled themselves, to nse a estern 
phrase, against us. It now remains to be 
seen if a goud many men can not organ ze 
to deteat this proposition. We must be pre 
pared to decide now whether we are ready 
to take chances ou the prices we will get, 
A certain firm of this city, u large one, 
boasted in my district the other day, that 
be alone could do up this organization. 
They had secured « large number of 
Orauges, and they would buy trom those 
whose crops were small, and whose necessi- 
and wherever the union 
placed a carivad of fruit they would pi..ce a 
car and seli it at a loss. The old vrganiza- 
tion was formed under an exigency. aud 
twenty-four houts afterward they had two 
men en route East to make arrangements 
for placing ther fruit, aud over thirteen 
hundred carloads of fruit were sold at sat- 
isfactoury prices. The organization was al- 
lowed to dle out, beeause the buyers tor 
some time did what web right. Now they 
por to tun us, ‘Lhe question now is 

here a market for our crops, There 
must be ur these men would not de anxious 
to buy. I am greatly in tavor of some mo- 
tion that wilt result in action right away. 
1 would jike toknow if Porter Bros, were 
the distfibutors of the old organizatien? — . 

Mr. Spalding: They were, 

Mr. Baldridge: I asked Porter Bros. the 
Other day and they said they stayed 
out of e buyers’ cembine because 
they thought it was politic to do 60, as well 
as right. and would handle our fruit with 
2 They have facilities for handling 

arge quantities of fruit. They have 
branches in Chicago, Minneapolis, Philadel- 
phia uud New York.

Mr. Spalding: I now make a motion that 
a thorough cauvass be made to see how 
many boxes or Cars we can handle. It the 
quautity is large we can then see the rail- 
road companies about rebates, and no- 
tify our agents as to the quantity, and if we 
handle a large quantity the movement will 
do a success. 

Mr. Spaiding’s motion was amended that 
the present committee of nine be empow- 
ered to act, and the motion was then car- 


Scipio Craig of Redlands: Does this 
of Porter Bros. take our orauges here 
on the track, or do we ship to Chicago and 


take what we can gei? 


Mr. Baldridge: ‘This question is differ- 
ent. We cau ship to one house and not 
meet any disastrous competition. 

D. Freeman: It seems to me it is better 
to ship toa thousand men rather than to 
one man. 

Mr. Spaldius: Some five years ago the 
‘market had gone to pieces and men were 
getting 40 or 50 cents a box. The union 
shipped.to this house of Porter Bros., and 
it was in every way satisfactory. And 
when they had finished their business a re- 
bate was obtained from the railroad com- 


pany which paid all exvenses of the local 


organization and paid adividend of 825 a 
car to the shippers. ‘Tuis firm handled the 
crop of the northern growefs, and they have 
ust deciared a dividend of 21-10 per cent 
don’t want this meeting to get scared at 
the buga boo of commission houses.

mission houses are conducted on correct 


business principles, at least some of them 
are. know producers here that have 
shipped en cOmmission, I think to Allison 
Gray & Co., of San Fr pciseo, and they have 
netied $2.50 lo $4 « box for their fruit.

THE ORANGE GROWERS—THEIR 
SIDE OF THE CASE. 


The orange-growers held their sec- 
ond meeting at the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday and took further steps 
toward the formation of a permanent 
organization to be known as the Fruit 
Growers’ Union of Southern Call- 
fornia, It is proposed to incorporate 
a company and, if satisfactory arrange- 
ments can be made with correspond- 
ents in eastern and western markets, 
it is probable thatthe association will 


ship a considerable part of thigseason’s | ), 


orange crop. From the energy and 
unanimity which the growers exhibit, 
it is manifest that they are in dead 
earnest, ahd feel that it is time for 
them to make common cause for their 
common good. 

Much has been said through the col- 
umns of local papers during the past 
‘week to show that the orange-buyers 
now located here are the best friends 
the producers have, and, as necessary 
as the ground upon which they grow 
their fruit,” but the assertion is hardly 
proven as yet—at least the orange- 
farmers don’t seem to think so, or they 
would not procesd with such singleness 
of purpose to form a protective asso- 
ciation. Tue fact is that orange-buy- 
are like any other class of men 

o deal in goods, wares and merchan- 
dise. They buy as low as they can, 
and sell as high as they can, and upon 
the margin thus secured depends their 
prosperity. There is noself-sacrificing 
friendship either way, and perhaps the 
less sentiment wasted in this matter 
of business the better. | 
- Reeently the buyers held a meeting 
and formed a quasi organization. They 
agreed upen and published a scale for 
grading oranges, by which they are 
to reject all ‘‘culls,”’ all fruit which, 
exceeds f certain size, as well as all 
damaged and imperfect fruit. They 
also adopted a certain form of con- 
tract which they proposed that the 
growers should be required to sign in 
making sales to them. It is claimed 
that the growers of Riverside were in- 
vited to megt with them when they 
decided these mutters of mutual im- 
portance, but they failed todo so. As 
to the growers of Los Angeles and 
other counties it is not in evidence 
that they were offered or given any 
voice in the matter. This, on the face 
of it, looks like a jug-handle proposi- 
tion—all on the side of the buyers. 

Following this father arbitrary pro- 
nunciamento are the suspicious cir- 
cumstances that there has been a con- 
certed movement this year to bear“ 
thé orange market. Buyers who, in 
former years, have gone scurrying over 
the country, visiting orchards, making 
bids on crops closing contracts, 
have remained with folded hands this 
year, evidently waiting for the growers 
to hunt them up and accept such terms 
as might be offered. One grower 


he has a crop of about fifty carloads, 
and that thus far he has received but 
one offer for his fruit, and that only 30 
cents per box, He strongly suspected 
that acombination- had been formed 
among the buyers and the territory al- 
lotted to different members, so that 


there might be no competition for bis 


fruit, leaving him at the mercy of the 
ring. Iu other localities offerings have 
been ridiculously low, and few, if any 
contracts have yet been drawn. 

In view of all these circumstances it 
isno wonder that the growers have 
become suspicious and feel that it is 
high time for them to take heroic 
measures. 

Five years ago much the same condi- 
tion of affalrs existed. The orange in- 
dustry languished and buyers became 
ungraciously,tidependent and dictator- 
ial. They were not disposed then to 

offer more than 50 cents a box for 


fruit.’ The gtowérs late in the season 


realized the unpleasant predicament 
which they were in and at once formed 
a protective union, with a reliable and 
astute man at the head of it. That 
season the organization established 
connections with the markets of the 
country and disposed of some 1300 car- | 
loads of fruit. Fair prices were ob- 
tained, most of the shippers were sat- 
isfied,and at the close of the season, 
a rebate was secured from thé railroad 
company, which paid all of the 
expenses of the organization and re- 
turned tothe producers a dividend of 
about $25 per carload. The result of 
that experiment in codperation was 
eminently satisfactory. Under the 
stimulus of such an “eye opener” the 
buyers immediately reformed their 
methods, and the following season 
were prepared to pay good prices. 

Now it is pot much wonder that the 
growers think it worth while to try the 
experiment over again, and if they 
move along with equal enterprise and 
unanimity, it is probable that they 
will be just as handsomely rewarded. 

Itis of the utmost importance to 
Southern California that orange-grow- 
ing should continue. as it has been, a 
highly profitable industry. It is the 
constant boast of our newspapers that 
here a man cap make more from a farm 
of ten acres than he conid in the East 
from one hundred and sixty acres. 
Orange growing’ is today one of the 
greatest sources of creative wealth 
which we possess. The past season 
the growers of all kinds of fruits se- 
cured phenomenally profitable returns, 
and when the millions of dollars of 
fresh capital thus brooght into the 
State were distributed, how it helpea 
to pay mortgages and restore good 
times! With the farmers and truit- 
growers prosperous all are prosperous; 
confidence in land values is restored; 
immigration is invited; development 
is fostered; trade ‘is revived, and the 
cities no less than the country join in 
the grand march toward prosperity. _- |

Briefly stated, the Free Coin Bill 
passed by Senate deciares that a 
dollar shall consist of 412} grains of 
standard silver or 25.8 grains of stand- 


legal tender for all debts public and 
private. The mint officials are au- 
thorized to refuse silver deposits of 
less value than $100 or bullion so base 
as to be unsuitable for the operations 
of the mint. The certificates to be 
issued are not to be less than $1 nor 
more than $100 and to be redeemable 
in coinage of standard value. The 
certificates, like the coins, are to be 
receivable for all taxes and dues to the 
United States, and shall be — 
tender for the payment of all debts 
public and private.

Favor in Germany. 


The Prohfbition on Its ‘Importation 
Win Soon Be Removed. 


Government Labor Reforms Under Dis- 
cussion in the Reichstag.

The repeal of the prohibition against 
American pork is regarded as near.

LOCK WOOD'S STURY. 


The Ex- astice Testifies in 
His Own Beualf. 


FISHY EXPLANATIONs. 


The Circumstances Under Which He 
Says the Bond Was Substi- 
tuted for Cash—General 
Court News. 


Tomorrow, in all *probabilty, the case 
against ex-City Justice Walter ©. Lock- 
wood will go to the jury, and the question 


as to whether or not be is an embezzier will 


be decided, at least so far as they are con- 
cerned. 

Yesterday the introduction of testimony 
on the part of the State was concluded. 
The, defense then put in their case and 
closed it. The prosecution introduced a 
portion of their evidence in rebuttal and 
will put iu more tomorrow. 

During a good portion of yesterday Lock- 
wood was on the stand himself attempting 
to explain his numerous very queer trans- 
actions in reference to the forfeited bail of 
T. W. Morton, Heis a good witness for 
himself, He knows just about enough law 
to keep himseff from getting tangled up in 
cross-exatmi:f#tion, and he has enough 
juagment not to get confused or rattled and 
to keep cool and collected. 

‘Tomorrow. the State will introduce some 
evidence in rebuttal, which will rather sur- 
oe the detense. It is stated that since 
lie pt 8ec ution rested some strong evidence 
has been procured, which Will completely 
establish, beyond a doubt, that the story 
about a bond being substituted in lieu of 
the cash bail given fur Morton’s appearance 
is a fairy tale. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

After recalling several witnesses yester- 
day morning to establish some immaterial 
points the prosecution rested their case. 

The defense then moved the court to in- 
struct the 4 to acquit the defendant on 
the ground tnat the prosecution, on the evi- 
deuce submitted, bad made nocase. Vari- 
ous eltatlous were made to prove that Lock- 
wood had committed no offense, 

The court denied the motion and the de- 
fense took an exception. 

The first witness placed upon the stand 
was W. the sbortuand re- 
porter. Mr. Hamilton sw re that sometime 
during March, 1890, the exact time he could 
not remember. Lockwood had paid money, 
in bis office on First street, to a man and a 
woman. How much money it was he could 
not remember. He could not remember 
how the man or woman looked or any of 
the circumstances surrounding the trausac- 
tion. The witness swore that at this time 
Lockwood had deskroom in his office. over 
the Maison Doree. 

The defendant himself thea took the 
stand and telated what heclaimed were the 
facts of the case. He swore that he had 
accepted first the $300 as cash bail in Mor- 
tou’s Case; that about dusk the same day 
he received the $300. Morton and his wife and 
two men who were with him approached 
uim upon the street and Morton stated that 
he was prepared to give bonds and draw 
down the cash bail which he had up. 

Lock Wood testified that the parties then 
accompanied him to his First-street office, 
where, in the presence of Mr. Hamilton, he 
examined the bondsmen as to their qualifi- 
cations to goon the bond. The document 
he drew up himself and it was signed. The 
#800 was turned over to Mrs. M rton, and 
Lockwood ciaims that she signed the re- 
2 which he placed in a drawer of his 


The receipt which is uced by Lock- 
wood in court, however, is signed Tuomas 
W. Morton.“ He ciaiins that it was sigued 
lu the same ink in which he wrote the y 
of the receipt. It would seem strange in- 
deed that if all this transpired in the preés- 
euce of Mr. Hamilton be should recollect 
nothing of it. 

Un cross examinntion Lockwood, in a 
sense, wént to pieces. The cross examina- 
tion was conducted by the District Attorney 
himself. The defendant in resposse to Mt. 
McLachlan’s questions, swore that he nad 
lived here five years; that he had been ad- 
mitted to the bir in 1886 and elected Justice 
of the Peace in 1885. He then related what 
he claimed were the proceedings had in his 
court in the Morton case. After tue bond 
was taken in lieu of the cash bail, he swore 
that he hid placed the receipt in a drawer 
in his desk and had never thought any more 
aboutit. The bond he also piaced there, 
but he had not the slightest recollection 
what had become of that important docu- 


ment. The wituess could not remember 


what his testimony was before the Grand 
Jury as to who had signed the receipts for 
the money he had turned over, but he 
would swear positively now that it was Mrs. 
Morton, 

te was asked to explain about the mutila- 
tion and erasures of the records of his court 
in the Morton case, howit came that the 
word casu“ had been erased and the word 
“bond’’ substituted. This he tried to ex- 
plain by stating thatia looking over his 
docket some time after the surety in the 
Morton case had been forfeited he had 
found that it aid not correspond with h is 
minutes, and be thereupon corrected it. 

Lock wood testified tnat it was nis custom 
to go over bis docket every two or three 
months, make corrections and sign up 
judgments. It was in this loose way that 
he conducted his peculiar court and while 
making one of these “signing up“ inspec- 
tions be had changed the recordin the 
Morton matter. 

Mr. McLachlan asked him why it was 
that when first calied before the Grand 
Jury in September last he did not recollect 
about the bund transaction in the Morton 
case. His reply was that the case was 
given him by number only and he did not 
then recall the fact that cash bail had been 
drawn down and a bond put up. He swore 
that he had never testified before the Grand 
Jury that cash bail was not furnished in 
the Morton case. He could not remember 
how the bondsmen looked or tell anything 
about their personal appearance, 

In fact, Lockwood’s cross-examination 
was one constant series of explanations 
more or less fishy. 

When the defense rested Frank Fanning 
was called in rebuttal. He swure that the 
signature “Thos. W. Morton.“ to the al- 
leged receipt for 6300 was not in the same 
ink as the body of the receipt was written 
in. Lockwood swore that the Ink in which 
— were written came from the same 

ttie. 

Tomorrow morning the case will be re- 
sumed.

Rise and Fall of a Great American 
Industry - Queer Stories of 
Shrewd Men Who Made 
Fortunes. 


1881 — ron THE TIMES. | 
New York, Jan. 18.— [Special Cor- 
respondence.] The time has come 


when it is possible to write the history | 7 


of the decline and fall of a great Amer- 
joan industry. It has made men rich; 
it still furnishes support to some; but 
its glory is departed. It will soon be 
forgotten by the public, unless its, rec- 
ord is written while memories are 
fresh. 

I refer to the green goods industry, 
aud I shall try to point out what such 
a history as I have suggested ought to 
include. It would be interesting mor- 


ally. because it would contain a warn- 
- ipg against covetousness, and a proof 


of the deceitfulness of riches; it would 
be valuable scientifically as showing 
that some men are. descended from 
sharks rather than monkeys. It would 
also show how perfectly the laws of 
evolution work in business affairs. 

It would begin with Tunbridge. Like 
Shakespeare he is too great a man to 
have more than one name in common 
use, The interesting portion of his 


Career began shortly after the war. I 


heard the story from Lawyer Ambrose 
H. Purdy, who was Assistant United 
States District Attorney at the time. 
Everybody knows about the green 
goods business, but most people are as 
ignorant of its origin as I. was before 
my talk with Mr. Purdy. 

About the close of the war,“ he said, 
“counterfeiting was almost as common 
as lying. People were ignorant of the 
currency and the ‘queer’ went almost 
as wellasthe genuine. The counter-

He sent his 
price lists—5000 fives for so much; 5000 
tens for a little more—and he prom- 
ised to forward the goods by expreas 
immediately. He gota barrel of orders 
and to every man he sent little pho- 
tographie reproduction of currency. 
They were not counterfeits for no- 
body could be deceiv by them. 
He was finally arrested, but he 
claimed that he wasn’t anything 
wrong. He wag furnishing the goods 
which he bad — He called my 
attention to the fact that these little 
reproductions were interesting curiosi- 
ties which any man might like to have. 
I asked him what he thought anybody 
could want witb 5000 curiosities of that 
kind, but be only shook his head 
gravely and remarked that there was 
no accounting for tastes. _*

„Well, it can be done by a machine. 
The greengoods man works his game 
this way: He takes a good bill, splits 
it, and pastes the face upon a 
piece of paper. He sends this 
to his sinful correspondent who is 
looking for the ‘queer’ and writes a 
note to the effect that the back plate 
isn’t done. but be sends the front as a 
sample. The correspondent, espe- 
cially if he has any knowledge of en- 
graviug, is struck by the excellence of 
the work.

With it comes the query: how much 
do you want? In a good proportion of 
cases he wants all that he can get, 
and he comes to New York after it 
with the usual result. 

In the old days, and even now, for 
that matter, the greater part of the 
victims were from the South.

The Gallo Race. 

In all the world ef out-door sports— 
civilized, semi-civilized or savage— 
there is none more wildly exciting to 
participants and spectators alike; none 
which demands greater nerve, agility, 
endurance aud skill, and none more 
picturesque than the favorite holiday 
diversion of the southwest, the Gallo 
Race, or Running for the Chicken.“ 
Our polo, noble a game as it is, isa 
very tame affair by comparison. 

Gallo racing is as universal an insti- 
tution with the Indian or Mexican pop- 
ulation of New Mexico and Arizona as 
is baseball with the country at large. 
Other games are played and enjoyed, 
but the gallo race is king of all. 
Whenever the feast-day of some saint 
brings wholesale leisure to Mexicen 
hamlet or Pueblo (Indian) town, there 
is pretty certain to be a gallo race; and 
particularly upon thé day of Sau Juan 
(June 24) there is not a village in 
either of the two territories so weak 
in numbers or in spirit that it cannot 
muster the necessary horses, riders 
and chickens. 

The Indian game is so much more 
turesque than the Mexican that I shall 
confine myself to describing it. Not 
that the descendants of the Spanish 
heroes who were the first real pioneers 
of this new world are indifferent 

layers by any means. The average 

exican youth when in the saddle is 
a serious Opponent for any one in any 
test of skill.

But the numbers eu- 


gaged are generally much smaller, the 


surroundings less unique, the moral at- 
mosphere less clear, and the appear- 
ance of the riders, in ill-fitting Amer- 
ican clothing, far less striking. To 
see the game in all its glory we must 
go to one of the larger and more re- 
mote Pueblo towns—for instance, 
Acoma, in one of the western counties 
of New Mexico. 

The quaint adobe city of Acoma 
stands on an island of solid rock, 
which rises 500 feet sheer above the 
level valley. As outposts around it 
tower, strange, lofty buttes and shafts 
of vari-colored sandstone. 

The starting-point of the race is a 
sandhill at the very foot of the mesa, 
and thither the crowd begins to drift 
soon after goon. The edge of the cliff 
is lined with figures that look from be- 
low no bigger than squirreis, and the 
sandhills freckle with brilliant spots, 
while the three hundred riders are 
dashing hither and yon, with wild zest, 
impatient for the sport to begin. ‘Lhe 
universal color intensifies the pictur- 
esqueness of the scene. Behind, the 
giant cliff, sombre with shade, but 
beaded at the top with human dots in 
red and white; the horses, ranging 
from bay to white, with many beauti- 
ful pintos—there are few dark horses 
in the Acoma herds—with brilliant 
saddle-blaukets and flashing silver 
bridles; and the centaur-like riders 
with their rich maroon moccasins 
and leggings, snow-white calzones 
and shirts, and gay 
of Navajo weaving; the billowy sand- 
dunes caught between the outpost 
crags of rich-hued sandstone, and far 
out beyond, the broad brown plain 
with sentinel rocks standing out here 
and there, clear across to to thé dark 
pines of the black mesa. 

But how there is a sudden scurrying 
of scattered horsemen to our sandhill, 
and at its foot they rein and whee! and 
fix their eyes on two old men who are 
plodding to a level spot at the foot of 
an outlying butte. One carries a 
tough old rooster, its legs tied witn a 
thong, but its mouth wide in protest. 


‘| Kneeling on the White sand, they 


begin to dig vigorously with 
their hands, until they have 
pawed out a hole sufficient to re- 
ceive the rooster. Here the vociferous 
bird is planted, and thesand is raked 
in upon it until only its head anda 
couple of inches of neck are left above 
ground. Having made sure that the 
gallo cannot break out from his prison, 
the old men step back and lean against 
the lofty rock: There isa moment of 
breathless expectancy; and then the 
wrinkled capitan shouts * Tho-ho!” (go.) 
in a voice that rolls from eliff to cliff. 

There isastir among the huddied 
borsem-n; and out springs a boy-cen- 
taur, his eyes flasbing, his long jet hair 
streaming back upon the wind, as he 
drives the spurs against hid deer-like 

ny aad comes flying down the course 
ike an arrow from the bow; while the 
people cheer him on with their surill 
Hil- Ay!” 

The pleated reins hang lose in his 
left hand, his body seems undulant as 
a snake, and his eye never leaves the 
tiny target. Faster he comes and 
faster, and just ashe sweeps past on 
the left he swings over in the saddle 
with a superb swoop like a great hawk 
to clutch the rooster’s head with his 
right hand. But the wary bird, seem- 
ing to grasp the situation, ducks“ 
like lightning, and he scoops up only 
a handful of sand in his mad flight. 
It is a full hundred yards ere he can 
rein in his excited horse. 

But before he is ten yards past the 
rooster another horseman, noting his 
failure, is spurring forward and comes 
with the rush of a whirlwind, riding 
as only an Indirn can ride. He. too,

with yells as wild the others nearest 


are after him. The two hundred 
horsemen waiting at the goal for their 
turn leap forward as one, and down 
the narrow passage between the cliffs 
that mad chase sweeps like an avalanche 
of brokdn rainbows. Some spur down 
the road in direct pursuit; and some, 
wheeling toright and left, dash out 
through other passes between the 
buttes to cut bim off. He, with the

with cries and 
spurs and biows ot his feathered whip. 

A gallant steed it is, worthy descend- 
ant ot the noble Arabs brought here by 


the Spanish conquestudores more than 


three centuries ago—the first horses 


in America. 


And now the pursued doubles on his 
pursuers nimbly as a rabbit, and comes 
flying back like a very demon, foliowed 
in an instant by the whole field. A 
few of the flanking parties are nearer 
the pass than he, and are straining every 
nerve to beat him there. His horse 
understands it all as perfeciily as he, 
and seems as full of the wild spirit of 
the chase.. His ears are laid flat, his 
nostrils are wide, his eyes aflamé as 
be swallows distance with mighty leaps 
into which his very life is concentrated. 
But they are closing in upon him. 
The first and second he avoids by ia- 
credible sidelong plunges which would 
unseat any other rider; but now the iron- 
gray is thundering along rib to rib with 

im, and its rider is leaning far across 
the other saddle to reach the coveted 
game. Whirling in his seat, Pedro is 
warding off the assailant with his left 
hand, while withthe clubbed chicken 
in his right he rains down upon his 
rival’s head and face and back such 
resounding thwacks that they above 
the cliff can hear them—and all the 
time the myriad tattoo of a thousand 
hoofs is roaring toward us. Hurrab! 
He has wrested loose! But now two 
more are upon him from the left, and 
another from the right, snatching 
grappling, wrestling as they gallop, 
with white teeth laughing through 
blood-splashed bronzs as Pedro swings 
his strange weapon-prize with an agil- 
ity in eluding their hands and _ belabor- 
ing their persons that appears fairly 
superhuman. Every bone and muscle 
of his athletic frame seems a 
sentient spring, which has no need to 
wait for word from the brain, bat 
acts like lightning and always right, 
from some instinct: of its own. Stag- 
nant blood, indeed, that will not jump 
faster through tingling veins at such a 
sight. It is the most magnificent 
achievement of agile skill I have ever 
seen—and my opportunities have not 
been limited, 

But Pedro is not the only perfect 
athlete here, and he is overmatched 
with numbers. Nowa muscular rival 
catches the gallo by a flying leg. There 
is a mad wrench, as each sways back 
on.his purchase; the stringy sinews 
yield; and Agdsiin..breaks from the 
struggling mass— tor there are now a 
score in the indiscriminate jostle— 
and is off with a yell to the right. 
Part ot the chase goes sweeping after 
Uim, growing in numbers with each 
moment as the farther riders catch up 
with the delayed jam, and part crowd 
and wrestle in the crowd about Pedro. 
Tue dense jumble of man and horse 
sways to and fro with its own fierce ef- 
forts.. Handfuls of feathers float bigh 
on the eddying air, and one may fairly 
see the collective steam arising from the 
hundreds of sweltering bodies. Now 
auother leg, now a wing, now the 
other goes, and with ea h violent di- 
vision of the dwindling prize the 
struggling mob splits into correspnod- 
ing knots of contest«nts, or into pur- 
suit of the escaping victors. 

And here comes Pedro at last from 
the melée empty-handed. His blanket 
is somewhere, his white embroidered 
shirt bangs in shreds, and body and 
face and arms are dripping witb 
bloody sweat; but his face is luminous 
with joy. He made a gailant 
fight, and thatis enough. Despite the 
fever-beat of his blood, there is not one 
bitter d in it. I have never kuown 
a Pueblo Iudian to lose his temper for 
an instant in that wild fight. He gives 
and takes like a man, strains every 
fibre of his being to win, but never 
thinks of a vindictive 
thought. In that, asin endurance and 
skili, he is the model player. I am 
sorry that I cannot say as much for the 
Mexican galloracers. They seldom 
finish without bad blood, and tre- 
quently not without bloodshed. 

For as high, sometimes, as four hours 
the race goes on without vsibie token 
of diminished ardor. Up and down 
the broad plain, hither aad yon through 
the rock-walled passes, up and over 
steep ridges of knee-deep sand, rider 
and herse, alike unrecognizable for 
foam and dust Keep their wild career. 
The matchiess endurance of these 
Indian ponies is not more astounding 
than the tirelessness of their riders. 
By now there are a dozen different 

ties. in hot pursuit of as many 

arers of the torn remnants of the 

gallo, or struggling groups whose com- 
mon center is the piecemeal prize. 

It is not till the ruddy sun rests upon 
the far ridge of the black mesa that 
the weary band come straggling back 
to the goal; and turning their lathered 
horses over to the herders, begin with 
the homing spectators that long, 
breathless scramble up the bluff sand- 


hill and the dizzy stone ladder to their 


peaceful city in the sky, where tue 


the heroes of the day are rewarded 


with a hail of cakes, and sweets and 
other gifts, showered upon them by 
proud maids and matrons from a bun- 
dred level bousetops.
